IMPORTANT POINT RAISED.

Appeal íor Southern ywewwwé N pár" affirmed 
the decision of Mr. Justice Moore at the Ar- 
magh Assizes, and the decree of the County 
Court Judge, giving £19 compensation for in- 
jury done to his rty by a party of armed 
raiders who visited his house in May last in his 
absence, he being a special canmtabie ag wel 
as a farmer. ‘The only person in the house 
at the time was the applicant’s sister. About 
forty men surrounded the house, four of whom 
entered and searched the premises for arms, 
ammunition, and military equipment. ney 
carried away a gun, a revolver, a belt, and mili- 
tary garments. They also took two hadies’ hats 
and trampled on them, and for the hata the 
judgo allowed £1, 

When the case came before the Court on 
Monday an objection was raised as to the 
jurisdiction of the Court, it being pointed out 
that the subject matter of the claim took 
place in Northern Ireland; but that objection 
was overruled, the Lord Chancellor holdin 
that under Section 38 of the Government o 
Ireland Act, 1920, the Court had appellate juris- 
diction throughout all Ireland. 

.The main question in the case was whether 
larceny was a subject of compensation under 
otal injuries claims. 

Mr. J. C. Davison (instructed by Mr. H. J. 
Harris), for the Council, in support of the sp- 
peal, pointed out that the question raised im 
the case was the ongay of the County Council 
tor what was reall arcmy. There was, of 
course, an unhlaw * astenibly on the occa- 
sion, but he submitted that the applicant was 
not entitled to compensation for the articles 

which had been removed in the manner de- 
scribed, unless he could bring himself within 
the provisions of Section 135 of the Grand Jury 
(Ireland). Act, 1836, and the following statyte 
of 1853, which, he submitted, he could not. He 
argued at some length that it was a well-estab- 
lished principle of law that in a case of this 
kind compensation could not be given for ar- 
ticles stole 
covered for injury or destruction of tin ó gor 
His contention was that compensation could not 
be given for stolen articles, and that under the 
Act. compensation could only be given for 
damages to property, and possibly for damages 
flowing directly from that; but it did not ex- 
tend to the depredations of a thief. He pointed 
out that by the recent decisions the decisions 
in Tyler's and other cases of the kind had 
been overruled. It was ridiculous to suggest 
that the larceny was consequential on what 
otherwise happened in this case. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, with whom was Mr. 
Charles Camphe sll (instructed by Messrs. Monroe 
and Anderson), for the applicant, submitted 
that their lordships were bound by the deci 
sions of their predecessors, the Supreme Court 
ot Appeal in Ireland, as it existed before the 
passing of the Act of 1920. He thought it was 
a fundamental principle, recognised in the 
House of Lords, that they could not over- 
rule themselves, and that if they decided that 
a principle of law was applicable in one case 
they were bound to follow the same principle in 
another similar case until they were over- 
ruled. In deciding the preliminary question in 
this cuso the Lord Chancellor had stated that 
the Supreme Court of Ireland was co-ordinate 
with this Court. If their lordships over- 
ruled Tyler’s and Kirby’s cases, instead of dis- 
tinguishing them, it would very considerably 
affect his argument, and that was the reason 
that he raised the point—— | 

The Lord Chancellor—If Kirby's case is nght 
there is no use in arguing at all—we might all 
go home. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna pointed out that the 
point he was raising was that their lordships, 
as a court, should 4 bound by the principles 
‘of law laid down by their predecessors. He 
thought it was a very serious point. 

Lord Chief Justice Molony—There is a case 
in the House of Lords in which they say they 
will not review their own decisions, but there 
are two or three cases in which they have 
done so, all the same. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna said that he wanted to 
know whether they were entitled to treat the 
decision in Ty.er’s case as good law. 

The Lord Chancellor—We are all of opinien 
that we may review every one of the decisions. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna—And that the Court 
may over-rule them? 

The Lord Chancellor—Yes; exactly, if we do 
not think them right. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna gaid that now he could 
understand that he had nothing on his side 
at all—everything was wiped out—and every- 
thing was open—— 

The Lord Chancellor—No, no; all the decisions 
a” neg ees judges are not wiped out. 

Serjeant Hanna said that the onus would 
Pty be upon him to show that not only this 
case came within the decisions in Tyler's and 
Kirby’s case, but that these cases were ;igt t. 

The Lord Chancellor—-Yes; now you can take 
up the burden. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna pointed out that this 
was not a case of ordinary larceny or deprade- 
tion by a thief, but a case that came within 
the scope and purpose of the Malicious Damage 
Act of 1 

The Court adjourned till this morning.

ORDER FOR ADMINISTRATION. 


In the Chancery Division, before Mr. Justice 
Powell, in the suit of Edmond Cummins against 
Dr. Thomas J. Crean and John Kennedy, am 
application was made on behalf of the plaintiff, 
as executor and trustee of the will, dated May 
te aoe of Thomas Cahill, of Cloughadeane, 
Co. Tipperary, who died in September, 1915, for 
an order for the administration of the real and 
personal estate of the deceased... The defendant, 
Dr. Crean, is the administrator of Mary Cahill, 
as lawful sister and one of the next-of-kin of 
the late Thomas Cahill. The defendant, Mr. 
Kennedy, was sued as representing the heir-at- 
law of Mary Cahill. At the date of his death 
Thomas Cahill was the owner of considerable 
lands which he had purchased under the Land 
Acts. By his will he appointed Edmond Cum- 
mins and Dr. Crean his executors and trustees 
of all his property, and directed that the lands 
which he owned should be sold to the tenants 
who he'd under him, and he provided that, if 
his residence and farm should be sold, his sister, 
Mary, should be paid £250 a year. He be- 

ueathed pecuniary legacies amounting to 
£9.530, and directedsthat when all his mas 

wae realised it should, subject the 
provision for Mary Cahill, be had 
equa'ly amongst the legatees. Mary Cahill died 
on the 29th May, 1920, a spinster and intestate, 
and administration was granted in the following 
November to Dr. Crean. The defendant, John 
Kennedy, claimed to be entitled, as heir-at-law 
of Mary Cahill, to her estate. 

The facts were adthitted by the defence, but 
they alleged that in the circumstances Mary 
Cahill was entitled, at least equally with her 
brother, to the property dianpeed of by his will, 
the great bulk of which, though acquired by 
him in his lifetime, was to be regarded as an 
accretion to the small ape left by their 
father, who died in 184 nd wh h had never 
been administered, and which devolved, it waa 
aileged, upon Thomas Cahill and his sister, to 
the exclusion of the other memhera, of the 
family, by force of the Statutes of Limitations. 

Mr. Justice Powell made an order for the 
administration of the estate of Thomas and 
Mary Cahill, and directed the usual accounts 
and inquiries, including an inquiry as to the 
heir-at-law of Mary Cahill, but he suspended 
all inquiries except those re.ating to the heir-at- 
law.

The Coal Industry. 


During recent nionths the miners have 
been reaping what they sowed last year. 
The demand for. coal has dwindled down 
to. a minimum, and the inevitable dis- 
missals in the coalfields have caused much 
distress.

Science in Russia. 


In French scientifie circles much ih- 
terest has been aroused by an invitation 
that France should send representatives to 
the bicentenary of the Russian Academy 
of Sciences at Moscow. M. Kriloff, who 
made the suggestion personally, is a 
specialist in naval construction and a 
prominent member of the Russian 
Academy. In a speech, which was warmly 
received, he reminded his fellow-workers 
at Paris that Peter the Great had 
founded the Russian Academy of Sciences 
in 1725 in consequence of a persona] visit 
to the Paris Academy. M. Kriloff 
assured his audience that the Russian 
body still was continuing its work. He 
was loth, however, to define its 
to the Soviet Government, and did not 
attempt to estimate or analyse the in- 
fluence of Bolshevism on scientific work. 
This silence is significant. The projected 
festival, however, will not take place until 
1925, and, when the French representa- 
tives arrive, the Russian Academy, doubt- 
less, will be in a fairly healthy ¢éondi- 
tion.

‘CONEY SEAL 'S '' ORIGIN. 


RABBIT-BREEDING FOR FUR. 


Some of the fur coats and gloves now eo 
popular owe their origin to the rabbit. The 
much admired ' coney seal " is simply a num- 
ber of rabbit skins worked together, though 
vome of the wearers do not like to think sv. 

Many people regard rabbits as valueless 
vermin, to be stamped out with ruthlessness; 
but a gentieman who makes a feature of 
pedigree rabbit breeding told an Jrish Times 
representative yesterday that it is a profitable 
business. 

' In England the breeding of rabbits for fur 
is carried out extensively, but the movement 
in thie direction: in Ireland is stil! in its early 
infancy. The quality of the fur produced in 
this country has, so far, proved satisfactory, 
but supplies are insufficient for the market. 

na * > - - 

The usual procedure is to kill off the surplus 
bucks, skin them, and send the fur away. In 
the ease of one Irish fancier who did this, the 
London furrier to whom he sent his stock was 
so well satisfied that he gsked if the consignor 
could send 600 skins a month and at what 
rice. Unfortunately, this demand could not 

ehtisfied, chiefly because organisation for 
the purpose was lacking. 

The indústry is one which can be carried on 
by any person who has a backyard, and very 
littlé capital ie required. It is simple, it is 
profitable, and it is not possible to hreed too 
many rabbits if the machinery for disposing of 
them is established. 

Rabbits can be housed in a tea chest, pro- 
vided this is protected from the weather by a 
sheet of felting. The cost of feeding is small. 
In the case of plotholders, gardeners, and 
others possessing a patch of ground, the cost 
of food is very light, inde as everything 
that the rabbits eat can be grown at home. 
it does not take twenty minutes a day to 
attend to half-a-dozen rabbits, and one noted 
fancier finds that the upkeep of forty rabbits 
does not exceed 25s; per month. 

During the war rabbits were largely bred for 
food purposes, and very slight value was placed 
on their fur; but now every effort should be 
made to place the industry on a business basis. 

Breeds in which the necessary qualities are 
inherent should be encouraged. Among these 
may be mentioned the Blue Beveren. This is 
really misnamed, as the correct colour is a 
light lavender blue. = It is only with a coat 

this description that a Blue Beveren has 
chance of winning in competitions.

which at five weeks old can be sold at 46, 6d. 
As the young rabbits are not generally taken 
from their dams until they are eight weeks 
old, the facilities for marketing the surplus 
bucks at five weeks are a distinct advantage. 

The chocolate-coated Havana is another valu- 
able fur-producing rabbit. Other breeds that 
deserve mention—there are thirty or forty all 
told—are Silvery Greys, Argente de am-

meal as well as their fur.

QUEER FREAK OF NATURE.

Riding out from the guaint old Bolivian 


capital, La Pas, to the, altiplano above the 
city, and choosing the less-used of the two 
alternative routes, one must ride between little 
red-roofed houses, built. by the later Spanish 
settlers, until the railway company’s new road 
ly reached. Along this road one of the first 
curious freaks of nature is soon encountered. 

_ At this point the road has been cut deeply 
into the hillside, and when the engineers did 
their work they left a nicely-finished cutting. 
Suddenly, apparently from nowhere, water 
broke through the face of the cut, and brought 
down tons of earth and stone. Then, as sud- 
denly as it came, the water disappeared, and 
the ground dried up. 

The cutting was cleared and the road re- 
opened. Work progressed smoothly for some 
weeks until, without warning, water broke 
through at another place in the side of the cut- 
ting, and ain the road was blocked by a 
mass of fallen earth. Once more the water 
disappeared as mysteriously as before, and 
gangs of labourers were put to work to repair 
the damage. 

After many weeks of hard toil the road was 
again free, and everything went well for 
months. One morning, however, the workmen 
on the way to their respective duties, found 
their way of obstructed by several hundred tons 
of earth, upon which water was atill pouring 
from the bank. This time it was left until new 
methods could be adopted.

Further up the line one passes ‘‘ mud- 
glaciers,” now quite dry, perhaps, and quite 
still, some of them cultivated and even built 
on—yet some day, without the slightest warn- 
ing, those remarkable mud patches will become 
wet and begin slowly to slide down the hill-side.

The surface is firm enough to ride 
over, but is broken up into chunks of fairly 
dry earth, some still .bearing bushes and other 
vegetation. 

In the wet season the mud river becomes a 
death trap for those unacquainted with it. Its 
rate of motion is increased to about one foot 
per day. lts surface still looks hard enough to 
walk on, except for occasional wet patches, but 
its appearance is treacherously deceptive, as 
eee an unfortunate Indian has discovered too 
ate. 

Nothing can stop this mysterious black river. 
It has defied all the attempts of the engineers, 
and placidty continues on its way, sucking down 
with it anything that trespasses on its surface.

Such was due to a Fellow of Trinity Col- 
lege and the missionary spirit that had always 
prevailed in that institution. ,Berkeley wae a 
great philosopher and a great Irishman.

Since the 
last meeting of the Selective Committee new 
local sub-Committees have been formed in 
Waterford, Carrick-on-Suir, Kilkenny, Mary- 
borough, Limerick, and Tralee. . Twelve such 
local Committees were now in operation in 
different towns throughout Leinaster and 
Munster, in addition to the various Committees 
meeting in Dublin and Cork. Ii is hoped to 
form similar local Committees in Connaught in 
the near future. 

Reports as to the progress of trainees under 
the Maintenance and Training Grants Scheme 
continue to be satisfactory. e depression 
continues to hamper the branch in its efforts 
to place ex-Service men in employment. There 
has, however, been a slight improvement in 
this respect recently, and 210 such men have 
been placed in employment during the last 
nine weeks, making a total of 992 for the year. 

The report on industrial training showed that 
there were 774 men in training on December 
31 last. During 1921, 714 men completed their

De 
Lanz is now 27, but when only 20 he began 
to add his remarkable contribution to his 
family’s history an excellent and distinguished 
record, and has to his credit, as a consequence, 
an extraordinary list of sentences and imprison- 
ments.

PARIS WELCOMES PREMIERS’ 


DECLARATIONS. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

The Temps welcomes the telegrams exchanged 
yetweon M. Poincaré and the chiefs of the 
Entente Governments, as showing that the 
Allies remain united, and that the peace of 
Europe is based on a sure foundation. The 
telegrams, it says, give confidence, and confi- 
dence is an indispensable condition to pros- 
perity. 

‘The Temps lays particular stress on the 
diplormatic assurances of M. Poincaré and Mr. 
Lloyd George. It deduces from M. Poincaré's 
words ‘that written instructions will shortly be 
sent to Count de Saint Aulaire, French Am- 
bassador in London, regarding the negotiations 
for an Anglo-French pact and Tangier and 
Neax Eastern questions. 

The newspaper adds:—“In placing France’s 
security in the forefront of the common in- 
terests of the two countries, Mr. Lloyd George 
emtitles us to think that the negotiation of an 
Anglo-French pact will be the first thing to be 
accomplished.” 

The terms of the telegrams are regarded by 
the Journal des Débats as a favourable sign. 
but the newspaper differs with the British 
Prime Minister on the subject of a European 
party. It cannot conceive a European union in 
which the debtor States intervene with the 
Saine powers as to creditor States. If, more- 
over, any association is to work harmoniously, 
its mémbers must have the sams aims, must be 
inspired by the same genera] ideas, and must 
pursue the common ends. 

These conditions would exclude Germany and 
Russia, and the Débats charges Mr. Lioyd 
George confounding victors with vanquished, 
decent citizens with Nihilists, and executioners 
with their victims. ;

COMPARISON OF FRENCH AND 


AMERICAN FIGURES. 


In the course of an opea letter addressed to 
Senator McCormick, who recently introduced 
a resojutfon in the United States Senate, askin 
the State Government for information regard- 
ing the financial affairs of the European 
Governments, especially with regard to ex- 
the Matin 
remarks: The ordinary expenditure of the French 
Ministry for War for 1922 amounts to 2,900 
million frances. After allowing for Gendarmerie 
and Colonial Troops, the cost of the French 
Army for 1922 amounts to 2,100 million francs, 
or, approximately, one-tenth of the total 
Budget. 

Converted into American currency this sum 
represents %178,290,000, whereas for the financial 
year 1921-22 the Budget of the American War 

partment exceeded 300 million dollars. 

_ Furthermore, as a result of the war, France 
is obliged to embody each year in her Budget 
of 25 milliards of francs a sum of 13 milliards 
for the payment of interest and sinking fund 
on her debt. Thus, out of a Budget of 25 
milliards, France has to spend 13 milliards 


, because war was waged against her, and another 


two milliards to guard against this being done 
again.

PAST INQUIRIES. 

It will be remembered that in the latter 
part of last year the Town Clerk of Dublin, 
acting on the instructions of the Corporation, 
suggested to Rathmines and Rathgar Urban 
District Council and to Pembroke Urban Coun- 
cil that a conference between them and the 
Corporation should be arranged with tne 
object. of avoiding the expense of the inquiry 
which is held ony ten years under the pro- 
visions of the Dublin Egqualisation of Rates 
Act, 1901; and the working of that Act is of 
interest in view of the inquiry which was 
opened yesterday. The Act itself is based upon 
the London Equalisation of Rates Act, which 
was designed to the poorer parts of 
London at the expense of the richer, for, such 
services as were deemed to be of common 
benefit. Two inquiries have already been held 
under the Dublin Act. 

The first inquiry, which was held in 1902, 
resulted in Rathmines, Rathgar, and Pembroke, 
between them coritributipg approximately £6,780 
a year to the city funds; and as a result of the 
second inquiry, which was held in 1912, this 
contribution was raised to £10,370. Both in- 
quiries were very protracted, all the parties 
thereto being represented by a big array of 
counsel and solicitors, and the costs were very 
heavy, those on the last occasion amounting to 
about £6,000. 

COST OF AN INQUIRY. 


, The Town Clerk of Dublin discussed the sub- 
ject of this equalisation inquiry with a re- 
presentative of the Irish Times on the 2nd

ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES.

ts, some false and others which were 
partly true, have appeared in the Press lately 
regarding the refusal of the Auxiliary Division 
to proceed on demobilisation without definite 
guarantees as regards their gratuity. 

The only incident that has occurred, we are 
informed, took place on Friday last, when ‘‘ H ” 
and “C ” Companies, before accepting their dis- 
charge eertifica asked for a definite assurance. 
The result was that two representative members 
from each company have been left behind to 
mevt in conference, and decide what proposal 
would secure the approval of all. 

‘The representatives are at present accom- 
modated in the London and North Western 
Railway Hotel, at the North Wall, and are 
holding committee meetings daily. Up to the 
present no satisfactory reement has been 
reached. An offer of £10, from the Govern- 
ment, not proving of sufficient help, has been 
rejected as unpractical, but it is hoped that a 
final agreement will be reached which will 
satisfy all claims. 

It may‘be of interest to know exactly what 
are the terms of contract between the Auxiliary 
Division and the Government. When the 
Division was first formed, and since its for- 
mation, accepted members signed a contract, 
the Government guaranteeing 12 months’ em- 
ployment, at 21 shillings per diem, plus 6s. 6d.

About 25 per cent. in September had only 
a few months’ service, consequently they had 
about three months of their contract to fulfill 
when demobilisation took place. On Decem- 
ber 6th, an order was published to the effect, 
hat all members of the Division whose contract 
ad expired on or after that date, would only 
be retained on a week to week basis. . 

Under the contract named the Government 
are only liable for the balance of pay due to 
those who have a period to complete. Some of 
these men have nine months or more, and 
some a lesser period, and others have no claim 
whatever. 

The grievance arises from the fact that a 
number of men who joined the Division since 
the Truce and saw no service, were given a 
twelve months’ contract, and others who were 
unlucky, owing to the cancellation of the sign- 
img on, and bore the brunt of the trouble have 
nothing to expect. 

The suggestion of pooling the contracts, and, 
with a Treasury grant, paying all members 
an ecuál sum in order that they should have 
enough to enable them to restari in civilian 
life, was not accepted by all, and was abandoned. 

The present committee of representatives 
have been selected to solve the question on a 
satisfactory basis, and as they have full powers 
of representation, it is expected that thé diffi- 
culties will be overcome at an early date.

DEADLY ARSENIC FUMES.

CREW’S SUFFERINGS ON 
BURNING SHIP. 


Death from inhalation of arsenica]l and other 
irritant fumes, a form of gas poisoning, was the 
verdict returned at an inquest at Lowestoft 
yesterday afternoon on the bodies of Captain 
Jensen Jes and a stoker named Paul 
Reichert, of the burnt steamer Vesta. 

They were landed at Lowestoft in an ex- 
hausted condition and suffering severely on 
Monday afternoon. The captain was ill on 
TueSday morning, but notwithstanding this he 
got up from bed to be photographed, and this, 
in the opinion of the doctor who attended him, 
accelerated his death. 

A survivor stated that the barrels of arsenic 
caught fire after the drums of naphtha had ex- 
pioded, and that he and the other survivors 
were breathing the fumes for hours. Both men 
were ill and sick when brought to Lowestoft.

PREVENTION OF INFLUENZA, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sik,—As your article in to-day’s Jrish Tsmes 
shows, we are threatened with another outbreak 
of influenza, and a word of warning may save 
valuable lives. The disease is not to be con- 
founded with “a cold.” It often begins with 
symptoms resembling those of a cold—hence the 
confusion, It is a specific fever, qu.te as mueh 
so as scarlet fever or smalipox, and a good deal 
can be done to prevent its attack by securing a 
free supply of-tresh air, which carries off the 
poison. 

A few days ago I asked a tram conductor to 
op@h some of the ventilators, all of which he 
had tightly closed. -He replied, '' They won t let 
me, lest they should get the influensa.” Such 
a reply shows a want of knowledge of facts, and 
a pitiable state of ignorance of the most elemen- 
tary laws of health. Could not the public, in- 
cluding the tram conductors, be told that during 
an epidemic of any infectious disease every 
crowded chamber is practically certain to in- 
clude some one, perhaps several, who are up- 
conscious carriers of the infection? This means 
that the chamber is liable to contain numbers 
of the microbes of that disease. Those microbes 
are unconsciously inhaled by the occupants, and 
new cases are the consequence. 

The rational protection against such spread of 
the disease 1s to ventilate the chamber 
thoroughly, and to replace the ventilated air by 
pure air from outside. No one wants the occu- 
pants to sit in a dangerous draught; but, with a 
little management, good ventilation can generally 
be had without excess. If the choice lay be- 
tween a disease-laden atmosphere and a slight 
air current, encountered with the protection of 
warm wraps, the latter alternative would be 
much less dangerous to health and life than the 
former. 

Would it be impossible to convey some such 
instruction to, at least, the tram conductors? 
The most thorough disinfection of the tram- 
cars at the termini is quite :msufficient, and after 
the occupants have left it is “too late.”—

CANADIAN STORE CATTLE. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Now that the Government of Ireland is 
beginning to function and the various Ministries 
are taking up their allotted and heavy tasks, 
the protection of the great Irish live-stock 
industry wil, no doubt, fall to the lot of Mr. 
Patrick Hogan, Minister of Agriculture. On 
the pre-war average Ireland shipped to England 
over £13,000,000 worth of live-etock per annum, 
and in this was about 700,000 head of catile, 
mostly stores. Consequently, if Canada ships 
in store cattle, ae it is proposed, great injury 
will be done to the Irish farmer, particularly 
the small man who raises a few head of cattle. 
Economically, of course, Canada should fatten 
and finish her own stock and ship it in as 
chilled beef, retaining the hides and by- 

roducts, giving work fo her own people. 
Doubtlées, this policy will also ultimately be 
Ireland's objective, but it will take a long time 
to develop. ' 

The question of the removal of the embargo 
on Canadian store cattle was largely used in 
Canada as a political football, and not as an 
economic aid to the live-stock industry; and, as 
the Canadian Federal general election is now 
over, it served its purpose. Surely it would be 
an unfriendly act on the part of Canada to 
damage an Irish industry by urging upon the 
British Government a policy which would 
ultimately do Canada no good. As Mr. Manning 
Doherty, the Minister of Agriculture for 
Ontario, is the loudest protagonist of the 
embargo removal policy, doubtless Mr. Patrick 
Hogan, the Irish Minister of Agricuiture, could 
lay the position before him in such a way as to 

revail upon him to change his attitude.—
